Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, June 
6 
(ZP)— Prem ier 
Milan 
Hods* 
voiced a firm but polite stand to­ 
day against the autonomy clam­ 
oring of Czechoslovakia’s 
Slovak 
minority. 
The scholarly premier, himself 
a Slovak, unfolded his views in 
an earnest speech from the same 
balcony on which Father Andreas 
hlinka, leader of the Slovak au­ 
tonomous movement, stood yester­ 
day and laid down the demands. 
“This is a democracy 
and 
we 
have to listen to the complaints 
of the m inority,” Hodza told his 
cheering supporters at a rally in 
this heart of the nation’s Slovak 
region. 
“ But 
in 
spite of these com­ 
plaints I am convinced all Slo 
vaks are really loyal to the re­ 
public.” 
Prepares Agreement 
After Hodza finished his speech 
it was disclosed 
had prepared 
npt only a new nationalities sta­ 
tute which he hoped would satis­ 
fy the Sudeten Germans and other 
minorities, but also a new Czech- 
Slovak agreem ent granting more 
extensive rights 
of 
self-govern­ 
ment to Slovakia. 
The nationalities statute has 
been 
in 
preparation since 
the 
Sudeten Germans, led by Konrad 
Henleln, 
framed 
autonomy de­ 
mands for their 3,500,000 popula­ 
tion. 
Calmly reviewing the program 
of the H linka movement, 
Hodza 
told 
the 
crowd 
which packed 
B ratislava’s public square he de­ 
nied the aged 
Catholic 
church­ 
m an’s claims th at he and his fol­ 
lowers sp oka for 
the '"’ttpublfc’a 
Slovak m inority of 2,300,000 per­ 
sons. 
“They can speak only for their 
party, and your presence here is 
‘he best answer to what was said 
here yesterday,” Hodza said. 
Solid As A Rock 
“We are solid and unshakable 
as a rock. 
We will not perm it 
anyone to destroy our republic.” 
F ar from showing any ill-will 
toward the delegation of Amort 
can Slovaks which 
injected 
the* 
Pittsburgh treaty into 
the 
na­ 
tion’s already 
delicate 
m inority 
problem, Hodza invited their lead­ 
er, Peter Hletko of Chicago, to say 
a few words. 
Hletko took the 
rostrum 
and 
spoke briefly, expressing hope for 
continuance of the Czechoslovak 
republic. 
The 
Pittsburgh treaty 
between 
Czechs 
and 
Slovaks, 
which his delegation brought to 
Bratislava, embodies the princi­ 
ple of “cultural self-governm ent” 
for the latter. 
The prem ier came to this city, 
which is only a 10-minute autom o­ 
bile 
ride 
from 
Nazi Germany, 
without noticeable police protec­ 
tion.

In Jackson th e rainfall during 
the first three hours of the storm 
was 1.64 Inch, and rain still was 
falling at a late hour.

More Japanese Attacks 
On Canton Protested 
By Britons, French 


Hongkong, China, Juno 7 
(Tuesday) 
(ZP) — For the 
ninth successive day Japan­ 
ese war planes raided horror- < 
stricken Canton today, 
ac­ 
cording to reports reaching 
here, and bombed the crowd­ 
ed city still digging out from 
the ruins of yesterday’s bom­ 
bardment. The raiders came 
at dawn afte r a sleepless 
night in which authorities 
endeavored to cope with I,- 
500 casualties from yester­ 
day's deadly attacks. 


Canton, China, June fit (ZP)— 
Japanese 
air 
raiders killed or 
wounded’an estimated 1,500 per­ 
sons today in two heavy raids on 
Canton. 
Chinese officials feared the toll 
might be even higher as 
rescue 
workers searched the ruins 
of 
more than 1,000 
buildings 
de­ 
stroyed or damaged. 
Today’s attacks raised to 6,000 
the estimated total of casualties 
in this city since the current se­ 
ries of raids began May 28. 
More than ioo bombs fell on 
the metropolis as the warplanes 
swept over literally in droves in 
one attack at 8:30 a. rn. aud an­ 
other two hours later. 
Hospital Struck 
One side of the French-owned 
Doumer hospital

front was blown out. 
A French 
military surgeon was 
wounded 
slightly, two 
Chinese

killed and seven injured. 
The hospital was struck as the 
raiders attempted to bomb the 
Pearl river bridge.

Fight Over Civil 


Service Simmers; 


Move Is Defended 


Lansing, June 6 (ZP)—The Demo­ 
cratic row over civil service sim­ 
mered down tonight, with expres­ 
sions of loyalty to the system by 
Governor Murphy and members of 
his official family. 
Attorney General Raymond W. 
Starr, in a prepared statement, took 
issue with Edward J. Fry, chair­ 
man of the Democratic state cen­ 
tral committee, who touched off 
the fireworks during a rally at Pon­ 
tiac Friday night. 
"I understand that some question 
has arisen regarding the right of 
the civil service commission to es­ 
tablish minimum qualification re­ 
quirements for those 
desiring to 
take competitive civil service ex­ 
aminations,” Starr said. 
“In my 
opinion, there is no question but 
that the civil service commission 
has the right to establish such 
minimum requirements. 
Requirements Needed 
“I feel that the establishment of 
minimum educational and experi­ 
ence requirements for those who 
desire to take the competitive ex­ 
aminations is absolutely necessary. 
. . . I feel that it would be very un­ 
just to permit people to take ex­ 
aminations when there could be no 
hope of their passing them.” 
Governor Murphy replied to Fry 
in his regular press conference. 
“So long as I am governor of this 
state,” Murphy asserted, “I shall 
continue to go right down the line 
for civil service.” 
“The Democratic party is not a 
one-man party,” the governor con­ 
tinued. 
“Mr. Fry has every right 
to express his views. 
Some good 
may come of this expression. But 
I want to make it clear that I don’t 
share those views.” 
Draws Parallel 
Murphy sought to draw a par­ 
allel between Fry’s criticisms of 
the civil service administration and 
between 
objections 
voiced 
last 
month by former Governor Frank 
D. Fitzgerald, a candidate Aer thd 
Republican gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion. 
“From Tammany days on,” the 
governor said, “enemies 
of 
civil 
service have invariably been 'for it 
in principle’ but opposed to meth­ 
ods by which It was administered.” 
Murphy commended the work of 
William Brownrigg. state civil serv­ 
ice director whom Fry assailed. 
“Brownrigg 
can’t 
rewrite 
the 
law,” the governor said. ‘He can’t 
undo the law. T h a t would be sa­ 
botage.”

I 
T has been determined by the Adminis­ 
tration that the Civilian 
Conservation 
Camps shall be retained aa a 
permanent 
adjunct of the Federal Government estab­ 
lishment and, with this understood, 
in­ 
tensive attention is being bent 
on 
the 
problem of selecting the youths to be en­ 
rolled. 
The CCC organization has begun 
Its sixth year and its history 
has 
been 
such that opinion is practically universal 
In favor of its continuance. 
During the five years of operation well 
over 1,800,000 junior enrollees have pass­ 
ed through the camps. 
When the 150,- 
000 war veterans and 
reserve 
officers 
who have been retained as instructors and 
other functionaries are added, it is found 
that, during the period, 
practically 
2,- 
000,000 individuals have 
received 
the 
benefits of these camps. 
At 
first 
the 
camps were regarded as experiments and 
were not expected to be a permanent fix­ 
ture of 
the 
Government 
organization. 
They were set up as an emergency employ­ 
ment and relief expedient. 
In the course 
of five years, however, they have demon­ 
strated such value from many aspects that 
their retention is assured. 
With the 
experimental 
period 
over, 
more thought is being given the 
whole 
plan. 
It is not suggested by any officials 
that efforts have been 
half-hearted 
so 
far; indeed quite the contrary, but until 
the decision on permanency was reached 
there was present a realization that 
the 
whole scheme might suddenly be abandon­ 
ed. 
Dealing with 1,800,000 youths teaches 
those in responsibility a good many things 
and one of the more important of these is 
the care which must be exercised in 
the 
matter of accepting youths for enrollment. 
In the first flush of the experiment there 
was not such careful picking and choos­ 
ing aa now is being exercised. 
Since 1930 there has been a particular 
dearth of jobs for youths just out of school 
or who are unable to finish school. 
The 
enrollment age starts at 17 and runs 
to 
23. 
In the last three quarterly enroll­ 
ments a full third were of the minimum 
age of 17, while more than half were eith­ 
er 17 or 18. 
Three-quarters had 
not 
reached their twentieth birthday. 
More 
than one-sixth of those 
accepted 
have 
lever had employment of any kind. 
A study of two years’ enrollment show­ 
ed that more than two-thirds 
had 
com­ 
pleted grade school courses, while almost 
ten per cent had completed high school. 
Inasmuch as the camps give 
instruction, 
especially in the vocational 
line, 
mem­ 
bership in the Corps is, In part, a 
con­ 
tinuation of schooling. 
The physical a d ­ 
vantages are considerable. 
The outdoor 
life, the ample, yet not driving, physical 
exertion, the abundant good food, the re­ 
creation and regular hours, according to 
medical surveys, have shown that in al­ 
most every case the health and resistance 
to disease of the CCC boys have been not­ 
ably increased. 
On its part, the Government 
obtains 
services 
of 
thousands 
of 
able-bodied 
youths who, while learning tasks which 
will Increase their employability in 
out­ 
side life, are able to fight 
forest 
fires, 
build 
roads, 
undertake 
flood 
control 
work, plant trees, destroy Insect and oth­ 
er pests, stop soil erosion, and undertake 
scores of other emergency and permanent 
tasks. 
The 1500 CCC camps 
scattered 
from end to end of the country have earn­ 
ed their permanence by doing wonders for 
themselves and for the entire country.

London— An exhibition of international 
ventriloquism, with Adolf H itler speaking 
but the words seeming to oome from 
the 
mouth of K onrad Henleln, Is being watch­ 
ed with envy by less talented diplomats In 
Europe. 
The movements, the speeches, the 
de­ 
mands of Henlein— professorial appearing 
leader of Czechoslovakia’s 
Sudeten 
Ger­ 
mans— are mainly Nazi-inspired. 
Even H enleln’s background is reminis­ 
cent of H itler's. Like Hitler, Henlein wae 
born an A ustrian subject. 
Like Hitler, he 
had a fath er who was a m inor Austrian 
official. 
Like Hitler, he grew up in 
a 
small town. 
Henlein was born May 6. 1898, in Maf- 
ferdorf in old Bohemia, in the section de­ 
voted to th e textile industry. 
When he 
was seven, his father moved to Reichenau 
where Henleins had lived for IOO 
years. 
Here the father opened a small business. 
Konrad went to a commercial academy in 
nearby Gablonz and, when 18, reported 
for duty in the Austrian army. 
He got 
his training in the 3rd Austrian Infantry 
Regiment, but wa* transferred to the 27th 
Regiment and saw active service on 
th* 
Italian front in the world war. 
He was severely wounded, taken prison­ 
er and sent to an Italian island near Sar­ 
dinia. 
W hile there he learned the Czech 
and H ungarian languages and 
perfected 
himself as a gymnastic teacher. 
— NAZI ACTIVATE HIM— 
It was not until August 26, 1919, that 
he was finally released and returned to 
his home country which was now part of 
the Czechoslovak Republic. 
From then 
until 1925 he had a small job in a local 
bank. 
At night he was active in the local 
Turnverein. In 1925 he was made gymnas­ 
tic instructor iii the Turnverein at Asch. 
This was the oldest and strongest German 
organization of its kind in Bohemia. Hen­ 
lein noVv turned his attention to forming 
all the Turnvereins into one big organiza­ 
tion. 
In 1928 he became Its head. 
With a republic of Germany next door, 
Henlein paid little attention to 
politics. 
But all this changed when, in 1933, 
the 
Nazis came into power in Germany. 
Hen­ 
lein formed the Sudeten Germans into a 
political party. It was financed in part by 
the Nazis. 
It was supplied with literature. 
Dark threats were made to Sudeten Ger­ 
mans who did not fall into line. 
In the 
ensuing election for Parliament, Henlein’s 
party won 4 4 seats. 
— HANKS ON HITLER'S BACKING— 
Secure in the knowledge that he is backed 
by Hitler, the 
once 
modest 
gymnastic 
teacher has gone 
on 
from 
threat 
to 
threat. 
He has not only demanded local 
autonomy for his 
“oppressed” 
Sudeten 
brethren, but even had the audacity to try 
to dictate to the government w hat its for­ 
eign policy should be. 
All Europe recog­ 
nizes him as a mere stalking 
horse 
for 
Hitler s desires— the grabbing of Czecho­ 
slovakia with its rich mineral and agricul­ 
tural lands, its powerful Skhda munition 
works, its territory as a jum ping off place 
for further German thrusts to the east and 
southeast.

W ashington, June 8.— Only eight of the 
nation’s class one railroads 
w ill 
cover 
their fixed charges this 
year. 
Of 
the 
eight, several are unimportant, and all of 
them, big and little, are roads with com­ 
fortable monopolies on ore traffic or coal 
traffic. 
Of the Entire railroad mileage in the 
United States, 94 per 
cent 
represents 
roads which are either now in 
receiver­ 
ship or w ill be candidates for the wringer 
before the New Year. 
Some can be bail­ 
ed out by the banks or tho RFC. 
Some 
can escape disaster by living on accumu­ 
lated fat. 
But the m ajority are already 
nothing but skin and bones, technically 
precluded from RFC help and untouch­ 
ables to the bankers. 
New m ileage totaling 140,000 may 
bs 
added to the 
m ileage 
now 
bankrupt. 
Eleven fairly important roads now solvent 
w ill not make a penny toward 1938 fixed 
charges. 
And even if railroad fixed charg­ 
es were arbitrarily cut in half, forty-nine 
roads, with an annual gross revenue 
of 
over $2,000,000,000, would still fall to 
meet their full bond interest. 
THE HOT POTATO 
These predictions emanate from respon­ 
sible econom ists in one of the largest and 
most efficient government agencies. They 
are contained In an elaborate study 
of 
the railroad situation now being circulat­ 
ed among the high officials of the 
ad­ 
ministration. 
And while they 
are 
the 
gloom iest of the authoritative forecasts 
they are not much 
gloomier 
than 
the 
prophecies of such professional optimists 
as RFC Chairman Jesse H. Jones. 
In recent private 
conversations. 
Mr. 
Jones him self has named a figure pretty 
close to eight as the number 
of 
roads 
which will earn their full charges 
this 
year. 
To be sure, both Mr. Jones 
and 
the economist-authors 
of 
the 
railroad 
study are making propaganda for action 
on the railroad problem before the 
ad­ 
journm ent of congress. 
At the moment, their task appears to 
be hopeless. 
The only real railroad bill 
under consideration would merely permit 
the RFC to make loans to any 
railroad, 
whatever its 
financial 
condition. 
As 
things stand, a certificate 
of 
solvency 
from the ICC is required before a ' road 
can get a loan. 
This restriction would be 
lifted by the bill. 
And thus the 
Federal 
Government would be graciously 
allowed 
to take a first m ortgage on most of 
the 
national railroad system .. 
Even this muddle-headed stop-gap is 
inextricably entangled in a mesh of con­ 
tradictory interests. 
The railroad 
man­ 
agements want it, railroad labor did want 
it, until the managements threatened 
a 
wage cut. 
Now labor is holding up 
the 
bill in order to club the managements out 
of the wage cut. 
And 
m eanwhile 
the 
bill’s sponsors are wabbling nerviqusly to 
and fro; Senator W heeler 
of 
Montana, 
chairman of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Committee, who desires to “put the rail­ 
roads through the wringer,” is.rubbing his 
hands with delight, and the President 
is 
sedulously im itating the ostrich. 
CASE IN POINT 
There is no use trying 
to 
blink 
the 
seriousness of the railroad problem. 
For 
example, one of the best known roads in 
the country, whose president is probably 
the most respected Individual in the busi­ 
ness, must meet monthly 
interest 
pay­ 
ments totaling $32,009,000 this year. 
Through a much-criticizcd ICC 
certi­ 
fication, the REP has already 
advanced 
this road $8,000,000 this year. 
The mo­ 
ment he heard of it, 
Senator 
Wheeler 
raised unBhirted hell In the senate. 
Now 
the chances are that the RFC will not be 
able to give more money to the road. 
Aa 
it Is not earniug a cent of its fixed charges, 
It is a pressing question whether the road 
can survive its July payment. 
And this is 
by no means an isolated case. 
THE SHARP INDICTMENT 
The entire economic structure 
of 
tbs 
country is involved in the railroad situa­ 
tion. 
The savings banks and 
insurance 
companies have done their 
best 
to 
ex­ 
tricate themselves. 
Yet their investments 
in railroad bonds are still 
immense. 
A 
general railroad collapse would not pull 
down the economic house, but it 
would 
weaken the foundations to a point where 
none of the householders could feel safe. 
The processes of American 
democracy 
could not be more sharply indicted than 
by failure to meet the railroad situation 
before the adjournment of congress. 
Full 
Information is available, and a number of 
excellent plans have been drawn up. Only 
the conflict of special interests 
prevents 
action. 
And, if special Interests are 
to 
prevail in 
national 
emergencies, 
the 
future is dark indeed.

FINE SERMON 


Baccalaureate S e r v i c e s 
Held Sunday Night 
at Junior High 


"The Valse of Personal Atmos­ 
phere” was the subject of a high­ 
ly inspirational sermon delivered 
by Rev. D. E. Evans, pastor of the 
First Methodist Episcopal church 
jot 
this city, 
at 
Baccalaureate 
'Services held for Escanaba high 
'school graduates at the William 
W. Oliver 
Memorial 
auditorium 
Sunday night. 
Rev. Evans based his sermon 
*on the Tree. 
"In considering the tree,” Rev. 
Evans said, "I do not look at it 
as the lumberman in 
terms 
of 
‘economic value; not as the physi­ 
cist as an irresistable force; not 
^as a naturalist In 
reference 
to 
structure, weight and shrinkage; 
or not as a producer of fruit. I 
i want to consider it rather as a 
botanist sees it when he subjects 
it to a process of destructive dis­ 
tillation, when he separates the 
, permanent from 
the 
perishable 
elements. In this process, the re­ 
sults are not which 
we expect. 
Roots are not producers of per­ 
manent elements. 
The enduring 
element, instead, is found to have 
been received from 
the 
atmos­ 
phere, that which we never see. I 
want you to see this for it is the 
'great parable of life.” 
Much Indispensable 
Much time and energy are ex­ 
pended, Rev. Evans said, by stu­ 
dents in academic 
pursuits, 
in 
learning facts, figures and formu­ 
las. These are as indispensible to 
progress of the students as the 
roots of a tree. But when applied 
to life, most of them do not stick, 
but disintegrate with disuse. 
This teaches us, 
the 
speaker 
continued, that education is much 
more than just learning of facts. 
The important things are the at­ 
titudes, standards, interests, char­ 
acteristics and purposes absorbed 
in the school atmosphere. 
Cannot Be Taught 
“Since these points are so im­ 
portant,” Rev. Evans said, "Why 
aren't they 
taught 
in 
school? 
There are two kinds of influence, 
voluntary and 
involuntary. 
The 
voluntary 
influence 
is 
exerted 
purposely by teaching, threats and 
persuasion while the Involuntary 
influences are those which flow 
from within. 
They are 
uncons­ 
cious, 
undirected, 
something 
which cannot be taught. This in­ 
fluence flows directly from our 
characteristics and oonduct. 
The 
Bible says life is like a light: it 
flows out spontaneously and fills 
the world unconsciously with its 
beam.” 
These influences, 
tho speaker 
said, can be cultivated by recog­ 
nition of the dual nature, by let­ 
ting Divine nature dominate and 
letting the dominating character­ 
istics of life be goodness. This. In 
turn, can he had by cultivating an 
educated heart, an understanding 
heart.

FIREFIGHTING 
IS SPEEDED UP 


New Transportable Plow 
Used by Conservation 
Department 


Speed, and still 
more 
speed, 
being one of the main factors In 
fighting forest fires 
effectively, 
the perfection of a new type 
of 
transportable plow at the conser­ 
vation departm ent’s forest fire ex­ 
periment station near here is re­ 
garded as an Important addition 
to fire fighting equipment. 
The plow, a sulky, is 
rubber 
tired and can be hauled safely ov­ 
er highways at speeds up to 
56 
miles an hour. 
It is so construct­ 
ed that the plow proper can be 
raised clear of the ground when 
being hauled to the scene of 
a 
fire. The plow Is double bottomed 
and turns up an unusually deep 
and wide furrow. 
Because of its mobile running 
gear, the plow can be hauled to 
a fire by either a truck or passen­ 
ger car. 
On the fire line, it will 
be attached to a tractor and 
is 
expected to prove a highly valu­ 
able unit for cutting fire breaks. 
Another new unit of equipment 
now being used by the fire organ­ 
ization Is a booster by which thei 
pressure on water is increased to 
such a degree that it spurts from 
the hose nozzle as a spray rather 
than a stream. 
The foggy spray 
is more effective than a straight 
stream on a fire, having a smoth­ 
ering effect on the flames. 
The 
process also Blows the 
rate 
at 
which the water is consumed, an 
important point when the fire Is 
a considerable distance from any 
natural source of water, requiring 
haulage. 
Booster units have now 
been 
distributed to 
headquarters 
at 
Atlanta, Baldwin, Escanaba 
and 
Crystal Falls, and to the Norway 
equipment depot. 
One 
also 
is 
available at the forest fire ex­ 
periment station and two 
more 
are being assembled for early dis­ 
tribution. 
The new sulky plow represents 
the culmination of four years of 
experimental and inventive work 
at the experiment station under 
the direction of G. I. Stewart.

Alex Vizena, Jr. 
Tells Of Work On 
Rogers Memorial 


Munising, June 6— Alex J. VI- 
repa Jr. of E ast Gary, Indiana, 
who recently visited w ith his un­ 
cle. J. A. Vizena here, is now in 
Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, 
at 
work on a memorial to W ill Rog­ 
ers. 
He w rites a descriptive let­ 
ter to his uncle which will be of 
interest to many readers. 
The letter, w ritten on May SO 
follows; 
“Ju st w riting a few lines to say 
th a t all Is well out here in this 
far away country and it is truly 
a wonderful country with beauti­ 
ful mountains, hills, valleys and 
snow-capped peaks as fa r as one 
can see in all directions. 
“The w eather is mild and in­ 
clined to be a bit warm during the 
m idday, however just as soon as 
th e sun goes down it begins to 
•grow cooler and the first thing 
th at w e know we are looking for 
a coat. The nights are real snap­ 
py and a fellow m ust cover well 
to keep himself warm. 
‘T h e m ountains are all about 
te n to fourteen thousand feet in 
height and each m ountain has a 
good roadway leading to the top 
fo r th e summer tourists, 
As you 
know Pikes Peak is rig h t here in 
this town and there are thousands 
of people who visit this peak each 
season. 
This peak is supposed to 
be the world’s most noted point of 
interest, and I believe it Is. 
For 
as one goes up and up enroute to 
the sum m it the thrill of it all 
ju st seems to grasp you by the 
h eart strings and hold you as one 
in a stupor. 
“We undertook to drive to the 
top yesterday but we were only 
perm itted 
to 
drive 
about 
ten 
thousand feet up as the road up 
there a t that level is still snow­ 
bound 
with 
drifts that average 
from twenty to fifty feet deep. We 
are going to try it again about the 
fifteenth of June for it is about 
that tim e that the city will have 
the roads open. 
This drive up 
th ere is the very ipost hazardous 
drive that I have ever seen in my 
life. 
We had our motor boiling 
three times before we reached the 
ten thousand foot level, and many 
other cars were having the same 
difficulty. 
No doubt you already 
know that there are many cars 
undertaking this trip that never 
do climb to the top. 
I am begin­ 


ning to doubt w hether or not our 
car would have made it or not. 
The altitude is so high that tour­ 
ists find plenty of trouble in their 
motors, mostly carburetor along 
w ith the excessive heat. 
“I had no idea th at this was the 
historical locality th at it actually 
Ie until after I came out here. 
There are enough points of inter­ 
est 
to 
keep a fellow going all 
summer, just going from place to 
place seeking something new each 
day. 
b itin g 
expenses out here 
during the tourist season are real­ 
ly something to w rite a seven page 
letter about. 
“Deer and bear are plentiful up 
along 
the m ountains and trout 
stream s are abundant with rain­ 
bow trout, however these streams 
are far apart, and very few trout 
fishermen roam these mountains 
aa they say the rattlers are found 
everywhere. 
“We have already commenced 
our program and are expecting to 
be here for at least a month or 
six weeks. 
This project is Indeed 
a beautiful memory to Will Rog­ 
ers, 
It is a private enterprise fi­ 
nanced by a man named Penrose, 
who was a very close friend of 
Will Rogers all through his life. 
“Mr. Penrose owns most of this 
country and half of the mountains | 
in 
this 
district. 
He has other 
holdings too, such as a summer 
ice skating arena, polo grounds, 
bathing pools, extensive hotel and 
summer resorts, and even a soo 
halfway up on Mount Cheyenne 
Along with this stadium that we 
are now building be has just com­ 
pleted what Is called a perpetual 
singing tower, this is a tall stone 
structure th at is located way up 
on the side of a mountain that is 
over nine thousand feet in height. 
It is located at a particular spot 
where the wind blows at a high 
rate continually and this tower 
sings day and night. Inspired by 
only the wind. The^e chords echo 
for miles up and down this valley 
and truly sometimes they are en­ 
chanting. 
And then along with 
this music, the tower chimes the 
bour for twenty-four hours each 
day. 
“I am going to send along a 
map for you to look at so that you 
may see just how the country is 
laid out. This map shows various 
m ountain trips for. the slght-seer. 
I have not made all the trips yet 
but will do so before I leave this 
town. 
“ You 
will 
notice th st Pikes 
Peak is right in town, 
but 
the 
route up there has been Isyed out 
in such a sig-sag manner that one 
must travel about thirty miles be-

such wonderful opportunities pre­ 
sented by same? 
Or, are we sim­ 
ply prejudiced? 
And why for? 
Time and again, it has come up 
for discussion and each time re­ 
ceives a little better support than 
the previous one, but not enough 
votes so far for the 2/3 count— 
just too bad! 
Eventually, 
we 


dare say— WHY NOT NOW? 
It was perfectly all right for 
Congress, in the past (and 
the 
present, too) to help iii 
building 
the piers, ports and improve the 
Rivers and Harbors of the Cities 
and Towns jof the Gulf and other 
Southern Stales, which 
is 
com­ 
mendable, always, but 
when 
it 
came about to help us 
of 
the 
Great Lakes Region, they turned 
us down FLAT! 
Can’t something 
be done to interest them some­ 
what In our behalf? 
We were al­ 
ways ready and willing to 
help 
them whenever and wherever pos­ 
sible, as we understand something 
in the neighborhood of $500,000,- 
000 had been spent on their riv­ 
ers, piers, harbors, etc., and very 
little revenue forthcoming when 
compared to amounts expended; 
whereas, quite the 
reverse 
has 
been the case 
with 
the 
Great 
Lakes, both in expense and rev­ 
enue covering, so we hear. 
We 
have 16 states: 8 directly and 8 
indirectly, that would be affected 
most immediately by the ratifica­ 
tion of this proposed project, or 
approximately 1/3 of the U. S. A., 
and according to reliable Govern­ 
ment estimates, would cost about

railroad tracks will be built in­ 
stead of tearing them up! 
The 
traffic betweeu Chicago and New 
York would perhaps be

Board, and the railroads 
would 
benefit most 
handsomely 
from 
this diversion, accordingly, in our 
estimation. Should the advantages 
of an Oceau Port he denied that 
of the Great Lakes when 
condi­ 
tions could warrant otherwise? 
We understand the 
u. S. A. 
does 90 percent of its 
business, 
trade, etc., between the 48 States 
of the Union; then why not im­ 
prove the transportation 
facili­ 
ties by 
edopting 
this 
Sea-Way 
Project? 
Let us all get together 
and 
conduct 
a 
HAMMERING 
CAMPAIGN in its behalf aud keep 


it up every which way, until its 
final ratification shall have been 
assured, by writing personal let­ 
ters, ole., to our respective Sena- 
ators, using the newspapers to cir­ 
culate our cause, the 
Radio 
to 
broadcast same and every means 
available, at 
our 
command 
to 
bring this about, if at all possi­ 
ble. 
The National Seaway Council, 
a voluntary group of Washington, 
D. C., we understand, are doing 
their utmost for this project, with 
whatever aid or 
assistance 
they 
might obtain from our 3,100 coun­ 
ties. 
"Action is the sole of Prog­ 
ress”— Let’s act NOW! 
Lest we forget, let us remem­ 
ber that the late 
Hon. 
Thomas 
Walsh, Senator of the

Montana had 
advocated

worked quite hard for this same 
project, and did everything in his 
power at that time to bring about 
an early ratification.

were 
eliminated and outstanding army 
figures with aggressive 
records 
were placed in key posts. 
Such a 
government 
exercises 
much more direct control 
over 
army operations than one domin­ 
ated by civilians. 
It must never 
be forgotten that under the Japa­ 
nese Constitution the army is 
a 
law unto itself. It can and does 
act independently of 
a 
civilian 
cabinet. It is quite possible that 
♦he previous Tokio 
Government 
asked Japan’s army commanders 
to return American property and 
that they simply ignored the 
re­ 
quest. 
A second explanation is 
that 
Japan is determined to ignore all 
minor complaints against her ac­ 
tions in China and 
to 
respond 
only to such pressures as involve 
her national existence. 
Secretary H ull’s note was clear­ 
cut and unmistakable. It stated in 
the polite language of diplomacy 
that lf Japan made no effort to 
do what 
we 
asked, 
something 
would be done about it. To pre­ 
vent that something from 
being 
done. 
Japan 
responds 
to 'the 
American demands. 
Why is 
Japan 
so 
concerned 
about avoiding a break with 
the 
United States? She is involved in 
a war that threatens her domin­ 
ant position in the Far East. She 
does not yield to the United States 
or to any other country except in 
her own interest. Yet from the be­ 
ginning of the war in China she 
has been much more responsive to 
American than to 
British 
pro­ 
tests. Her prompt settlement of 
♦ he grave Panay incident on 
the 
term s we proposed and her equal­ 
ly prompt response to 
the 
last 
American note indicate her con­ 
cern about American opinion.

How Japan Depends Upon Us 
The explanation is 
found 
in 
Japan's dependence on the United 
States for essential military 
sup­ 
plies. For fabricated 
steel, 
for 
machine tools, for scrap iron, 
for 
oil and for copper she is largely 
dependent on the American mar­ 
ket. And despite the spontaneous 
American 
consumer 
b o y c o t t 
against 
Japanese 
goods. 
the 
United States is still Japan's best 
customer. This country continues 
to supply a good part of the for­ 
eign exchange which is absolute­ 
ly essential to Japan at war. 
If 
the United States were to declare 
an embargo on exports to and im­ 
ports from Japan, it would not be 
long before 
the 
Chinese 
could 
drive the invaders back 
to 
the 
Chinese coast. Japan knows this 
and draws the proper 
conclusion 
from that knowledge. 
If the United States ever rea< li­ 
es the point where we are 
able 
and willing to use our vast 
eco­ 
nomic power on behalf of peace. 
we can do a great deal of good in 
the world. For the moment 
our 
public opinion is not prepared to 
see that power used. We are ready 
to back 
the 
State 
Department 
when it stands up for 
American 
rights in the material sense 
We 
are not yet ready for 
the 
more 
difficult but infinitely more im­ 
portant effort to use 
America s 
materia] power on behalf of
